DESK
LEGISLATION INTRODUCED

The Commission developed an
amendment to the License Act which
was introduced by Senator Dennis
Byars as LB819. This legislation
repeals the provision in the License
Act which requires that when a trans-
fer of license takes place, the pocket
card in effect before the transfer has to be returned to the Commission
office as a part of the proposed transfer of license to a new designated
broker. Since the data base system has a historical record, it was deter-
mined the pocket card no longer needed to be returned. This change
should make the change of a designated broker an easier and more effi-
cient process for licensees and the Commission.

Please Note: This change, if passed, will not become effective until
the middle of July. 

RULE HEARING SCHEDULED

A Rule Hearing has been scheduled for March 23, 2006, to amend
Title 299, Chapter 5, Subsection 003.11 which deals with disclosure of
closing cost categories and known estimated cost to buyers.

The proposed amendment will add an exemption. Licensees will not
have to provide the categories of costs and the estimate of any known
costs in the sale of “land or lots to an entity or individual representing
itself, himself or herself as a builder or developer.”

The Rule Hearing will be held in the Staybridge Room of the Stay-
bridge Suites, located at 2701 Fletcher Avenue in Lincoln, Nebraska. The
Rule Hearing will begin at 9:30 am.

Anyone interested in testifying at the Hearing is invited to attend the
Meeting. Written comments may also be submitted, and will be made
part of the Hearing record at the time of the Hearing, if the comments are
received on or before March 16, 2006. Testimony and/or comments will
be limited to the proposed amendment to Title 299, Chapter 5, Subsec-
tion 003.11.

Please Note: If this amendment is adopted it will not be effective
until approved by the Attorney General and the Governor.
